The Result of an Experiment Tried, 
in Nebraska. 

Eight calves formed a group, and 
each of the three groups, was fed on 
a ration similar to the rations of the 
other groups except in the butter fat 
substitute. 

The calves were fed for six 
months and records kept of gain in 
weight, amount of food given, and 
cost of ration. 

The conclusions of the experiment 
were as follows: 

Linseed meal is not only an excel¬ 
lent food for replacing butter fat in 
skim milk for the calf feeding, but 
also an economical food in compari¬ 
son with others. Corn germ oil 
meal gave about as good results as 
linseed meal and may be recom¬ 
mended as a calf food. 

Corn in this test proved too expen¬ 
sive and required too much' work 
for profitable calf rearing. A two. 
per cent, oil mixture proved rather 
laxative for obtaining the best re¬ 
sults. 

The calves fed linseed meal 
and corn germ oil meal were in 
good condition at the end of the test 
and most of them were weaned

Portable Sheep-rack and Pen. 

The one here shown is construct¬ 
ed thus: Corner posts, a, a, of 
3 1 ^x 2 inch strips, 3% feet high. 
A 6-inch board, b, b, all around the 
top. About 20 inches from the 
ground a 6-inch board, c, is nailed 
on in front and at the ends, and an 
■S-incli board, d, along tlie back. A 
board 6 inches wide, e, is fastened 
underneath along the front.

Death Penalty Eternally Hangs Over 
Slant-Eyed Journalists, 

In Germany the position of a news¬ 
paper editor is a precarious one. He 
must be very careful not to criticise 
the emperor, or otherwise to ifieur 
the wrath of the press censor, or he 
will be thrown into jail and his paper 
will be suspended. But in China it is 
even worse, The offending editor 
who expresses opinions contrary to 
those of the adminlstraton is liable 
to the extreme penalty—death in no 
merciful guise, 

Several months ago a preacher of 
reform in Pekin was beaten to death 
With bamboo rods.. Later the editors 
of the publication called “Supao" 
were charged with sedition, Ther 
sedition consisted in advocating more 
modem methods in the administration 
of the government. This brought 
down upon them the anger of the 
dowager empress, who ordered their 
instant apprehension. It appears, 
however, that the editors had realized 
the enormity of their offense, for they 
sought refuge in the foreign reserva¬ 
tion, where thpy caine under the pro¬ 
tection of the consulates. 

The question whether the daring 
newspaper'men should be surrendered 
to the native authorities was referred 
to the legations. It was certain that 
if this should be done cruel and bar¬ 
barous punishments would follow, 
The British consul stoutly opposed 
giving the fugitives up, but, for some 
reason or other, United States Minis¬ 
ter Conger sided with the Russian

These racks are about IS inches 
from front to rear and generally 16 
feet long, but Vary in length to suit 
the divisions required. In use they 
are arranged to form sheep-pens ob¬ 
long or square—the walls of the 
room forming one side of the out¬ 
side row of . pens. The general 
form is a 16 foot rack set parallel 
with the walls, and two others 12 
co 15 feet long forming the other 
two sides, or one of them shorter 
to leave a passage to a water trough. 
The backs of the racks of two sets 
of pens are set 3 to 4 feet apart, 
leaving a passage way for carrying 
In the feed—hay, roots, and corn. 
The manure is taken out two or 
three times during winter, when the 
ground is frozen, so that it can be 
taken on to the fields. When not in 
use these portable racks are piled up 
at one end, leaving the room free 
for driving In teams to haul out the 
manure. Two men can handle them 
readily. To reach the sheep, or let 
chem out or in, the ends of the racks 
can be swung round like a gate.

The Selection of Corn. 

The corn .experts are finally be¬ 
ginning to learn a few things about 
plain old corn. By selecting ears 
having long shanks—that is the 
branch which connects the ear with 
the stalk-—the length of. the shank 
has been increased nearly two feet 
in five years’ breeding. • By select¬ 
ing ears With tall.stocks the height 
of the stalk has been increased, al¬ 
most threfe feel. By selecting ears 
from plants with wide leaves the 
average width of the leaf has been 
extended and by the product ’ of 
stalk3 with narrow leaves the width 
has been decreased ’ By selecting 
ears high on the stalk the average 
height 'of all the ears in a field has 
been raised and _ by selecting low 
ears all the ears have been lowered. 
By taking ears high in feeding con¬ 
stituents the value of the crop has 
been enhanced as a feed and by tak¬ 
ing ears .from, healthy, vigorous 
stalks, planting them separately and 
preserving the sedd born by the most 
productive types the acre yield has 
been enlarged enormously. In ordi-. 
nary corn growing a large percent¬ 
age of barren stalks occurs as well 
as stalks which produce nubbins 
and dwarf ears,

Good Drainage. 

An essential feature of a good road 
is good drainage, and the principles 
of good drainage remain substantially 
the same whether the road be con¬ 
structed “ of earth, gravel, shells, 
stones, Or asphalt. The first demand

To the asparagus grower there are 
two methods by which plants can be 
secured, first, by purchasing or saving 
the seed from which to raise them,

by plowing under green crops, , 

Manuring the Potato. 

The potato requires liberal manur¬ 
ing. Barnyard manure usually af¬ 
fords a large increase in the crop, for 
not only does it supply nitrogen, phos¬ 
phoric acid, and potash, but it im¬ 
proves the mechanical condition of 
rhe soil. However, its direct applica¬ 
tion to the potato affords conditions 
favorable-to potato disease, and thus 
injures the quality of the crop, For 
this reason the best practice is to ap¬ 
ply barnyard manure to corn or 
grass the year before potatoes are 
grown. 

Planting Strawberries. 

Strawberry plants ordered from the 
nursery grower generally come j 
bunched in lots of twCnty-five and 
fifty. If upon arrival the ground Is 
all ready for sotting, these may be 
opened as fast as required for plant¬ 
ing, seeing to it that the roots are 
kept Wet and the leaves -not allowed 
to wilt or dry. out. When brought 
out to sun and wind prior and in pro¬ 
cess -Of setting, keep the plants cov- , 
ered with a piece of old wet carpet 
or gtmny Sacking. K<|ep each variety 
carefully by Itself, Especially should 
f he choice he of staminate and pistil¬ 
late varieties. Such must be planted 
in alternate rows, that the former 
may fertilize the latter, This method

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RULES FOR STOUT WOMEN. 

Regular Practice of them Will Prevent 
Ungainly Fat. 

There is nothing that makes a wo¬ 
man look prematurely old sooner than 
excessive stoutness. A double chin 
and too stout .-Hipsuare the terror of 
every woman’s heart, and, curiously 
enough,' unwelcome -flesh seems to 
■have a decided partiality for.chin* and 
•hips. 

Many times the sufferer would glad¬ 
ly-welcome plumpness to cover up a 
scraggy neck or an undeveloped bust. 

Much can ho done to,help distribute 
this superfluous flesh as one acquires 
it, if strict attention is paid to a fow 
simple rules of exercise and diet. 

The habit of lounging must always 
he avoided by anyone who has a ten¬ 
dency to stoutness. Just as much rest 
may be' obtained when fatigued by 
loosening the clothes, standing erect 
and taking a few vigorous exercises 
Instead. 

Too often the accumulation of flesh 
Is due to poor circulation, and if the 
blood is sent tingling to all parts of 
the body by a few minutes’‘exercise it 
wjll greatly refresh the tired muse’as 
without adding an atom of weight 
Which an hour’s siesta would have pro¬ 
duced. 

With stoutness one almost inevi¬ 
tably associates a short waist. An 
• excellent exercise to lengthen it is to 
stand at arms’ length from- the w; '.1, 
so that the palms of the hands may 
be flat against the wall. 

Bend the upper part of the body for¬ 
ward, at the same time lowering the 
elbow, but beeping the palms still 
against the Wall. The chest anc’. e v en 
the lower ribs should be made thus to 
touch the wall and by pressing ngainst 
the palms the body is brought back 
to an upright position. 

The first few times the excercise 
will probably produce an uncomforta¬ 
ble feeling at the waist and in the back. 
This will prove that it is just what the 
muscles needed. But if kept up sys- I 
tematically it will lengthen the waist 
and add to a person’s height by stretch¬ 
ing the space between the ribs. 

Another simple exercise which re¬ 
duces the waist and hips should be 
gone through with two or three times 
a day. 

Stand with one foot in advance of 
the other and both knees straight. 
Bend- the forward knee till it is at 
right angles to the other, sinking the 
body. Then keeping the back knee 
perfectly straight raise the arms over 
the head, holding the palms together. 
Send the body at the waist, and lot the 
Angers touch the floor. 

Raise the body to its former posi¬ 
tion and repeat, never changing the 
position of the legs, one of which is 
ber.i at angles to the other. 

„ There Is another and very important 
thing one must sacrifice to avoid be¬ 
coming too stout. Any indulgence in 
things to eat between, meals, all the 
little dainiy cups of cocoa and mar ris 
of temptation that delight the pal ",e, 
must be forsworn for the maiden who 
would remain slender. 

Sweets, late suppers and all drinking 
with meals must he avoided, and the 
wisest beverage for the stout woman 
Is toiling water taken in sips. 

The question of dressing is a serious 
problem, too, for the stout woman. 
There are many little points worth 
knowing in the matter of undercloth¬ 
ing. Silk or the finest nainsook 
should he the material. The hands 
should be all made to lie below the 
waist, and if you wish have both skirt; 
and knickers on the same hand. 

The imprtant secret of successful 
underwear is to have the yoke band 
fit like a glove over the hip, and clum¬ 
siness is greatly reduced if it is mada 
of silk or ponge. 

The form of the corset worn and 
the way of putting it on are, of course, 
vital, but it is a subject by itself, 
which cannot be treated here. 

It fa the general impression that 
wide belts cannot be worn by stout 
women, but this is a mistaken notion.
